He has detach’d 
1200 Men, to reinforce the Guard of the 
Pofts of the fourteen Navidios, andof Bardolano. His 
Troops forrage near the Enemy withgut any Oppofiti- 
on, and abundance of Forrage is brought outot theMi- 
laneze to the fide of the Adda, where the het ge 
receive it. According to the Advices from Brefcia and 
Bergamo, which are confirm’d by the Report of Defer- 
ters, Prince Eugene’s Army is reduc’d to 8000 Horte 
and 9 or 10000 Foot, fit for Service. Some Days 
ago 2000 Men of the King of Spain’s Troops were 
exchang’d againft a like Number of Germans. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated October 6. 
Frem the Imperial Camp at. Trevighio, Seprember 22, 
Our Parties make Excurfions as far as Pavia and 
Cremona, and bring in much Booty. Moft of our 
Officers that were wounded in the Battle of Caffa- 
no, being cur’d, are return’d to the Army ; and 
Councils of War are frequently held, We wait for 
Reinforcements from Tirol. Prince Eugene is cor- 
triving how to take Winter Quarters in the Mila- 
neze, the Parmefan, and the Territory of Piacenza, 
and to fend Succours to the Duke of Savoy. 
From the Leid. Gaz. and Amft. Cour. dated O&. 6. 
Milan, September 22. The 2 Armies in Lembar- 
dy continue in their former Pofts. The Imperialifts 
have made an Attempt to poffefs themfelves of Tre- 
deci-Ponti; But the French pretend to have repuls'd 
them with Lofs. There is plenty of Provifions in 
the Camp of the Imperialifts, and at a cheaper Rate 
than in i French Camp ; and they frequently re 
ceive Reinforcements from the Emperor’s Hereditar 
Countries. No Couriers have arriv’d here a long 
time from Spain; whence we conjecture Affairs go 
very ill in Catalonia for the 2 Crowns. Some Ad- 
vices from Rome fay, that Cardinal Janfon having 
receiv'd an’ Exprefs from the King of France, was 
preparing to go from Rome, but whither was nor 
own. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated October 6. 
| Francfort, Sept. 30. The Emperor has fent Order 
to the Prince of Hohenzollern to repair to Italy, to 
ferve in the Army there in the fame Station Count 
Leiningen did ; but tis reported that Prince has fent 
an Exprefs to Vienna to defire the Emperor to dif- 
penfe with his going thither, in Confideration of his 
ill Stace of Health. The new Levies for the Em- 
peror are carried on with great Succefs in Bobemia, 
Silefia, and his Imperial Mejefty’s other hereditary 
Provinces ; the Eftates of Bohemia alone have en- 
gag’d to furnifh 10000 Men. 
From the Amit. Gaz. and Cour. dated October 6. 
Turin, Sept. 16. Since the gth of this Month the 
Enemy have receiv'd from Chivas 23 Mortars, 7 og 
8000 Bombs, and 15 Pieces of Cannon; they have
